These are real works of 
art, standing about three feet high,

looking down upon the house below. 
There- is no record whatever of the 
purchase of the clock, but it was in 
its place when the hall was first oc- 
cupied as the House of Representa- 
tives, so the "oldest inhabitant" says. 
The clock has been "gold leafed" in- 
stead of varnished, and the bronze fig- 
ures are all restored to their orig- 
inal state, and the whole presents a 
pleasing appearance.
